Storms of Last Week Make Glad Hearts
of the Farmers.

BRIGIIAM CITY, April 22. Tho hcav

rains that fell in this portion of the stale
the latter part of last wock worked won-
ders for the agricultural lands of this
section. From all portions of this county
comes the information that the storm
was of untold value In placing the soil

The re-
sults should be larger crops with con-
siderably earlier harvests,

BRIGHAM CITY. April 22. Work on
the completion of the state road from a.
point Just south of Wlllard to this city
will commence within a few days, ac-
cording to a statement made tonight by
Thomas II. Blackburn, chairman of the
board of county commissioners. The
commissioners Mr. Blackburn, F. Alan
E. Roche and J. F. Conley with State
Road Commissioner J. W. Jensen, made
a trip over the road yesterday and do- -
elded upon the manner In which the road
Is to be constructed from Wlllard to
Brigham. Tho road will not be construct-
ed of crushed rock, as was the first
stretch from Hot Spring to Wlllard, but
a less expensive road will be substitut-
ed. The officials found this end of the
road in a better condition than was the
south end, and therefore decided to
build a first-cla- ss earth road.

An appropriation of $8000 was made
by the county and state two weeks ago
with which to carry on Ihe work in this
vicinity, and it Is the purpose of the
commission to put a large force of men
at work Immediately. The road to be
built this year will be eight miles long.

TEST CCMMtSSIOH'S

CONSTITDTIOILIT?

What promises to become h- - .serious
attack on the constitutionality of the
commission form of government was

in the district court yesterday
when Attorney S. P. Armstrong, coun-
sel for A. C. Larson, accused of main-
taining a disorderly house, demurred on
tho ground that the city commission, as
an executive body, had no right to puss
ordinances regulating the conduct of the
citizens of the municipality.

Armstrong argued that the city com-aisslo- n,

having taken over the execu-
tive powers of tho mayor and the legis-
lative powers of the city council, was a
plain violation of the constitution where-
in it provides that there shall be no
commingling of the departments of gov-

ernment the executive, tho legislative
and the judicial.

Judge F. O. Lioofbourow overruled the
demurrer, stating, however, that he

It Involved a question of such'grave importance that It should be de-
cided by the supremo court rather than
by the district court. Should Larsen
loso ills case an appeal will be taken
to the supreme court on the Issue raised
yesterday.

Larsen has demurred on the grounds
that the complaint against hlni did not
state facts sufficient to constitute an
offonso and that tho complaint was not
specific: enough. On the second ground
the court sustained the demurrer, but
hu amended complaint was filed Imme-
diately and the trial was set for May 0,

Larsen is the proprietor of the SL
Ceclle hotel. Fie was . convicted in the
city court nnd appealed.
